“What is Truth?” said jesting Pilate, when Jesus stood before him. 
The same question has been ringing through the Ages, waiting for the

Before preparing to write on a subject like the Flying Saucers, I, 
who know so little about them, pray that I may be led to express the truth as it 
appears to me, that my guidance may be direct. 

Years ago before the talk of Flying Saucers was spoken of, I had written 
a book of Fairy Tales, among which came the story of Flying Saucers under a 
different name. This story, among thousands of my others, lay forgotten until the 
talk about the Saucers became the talk of the day.

I recalled in one of Olive Shriner’s books, she describes the savage, 
who, sitting on the rock, picking the flesh from a man he had killed, suddenly 
sees a lightning flash out of the darkness of the night, and in that moment, there 
broke upon his stagnant brain, a consciousness of something higher than the one 
existence--something which held more for him than that which he had believed. 

With a far keener vision than that of the past, man's spirit sight is 
stronger. The dust of the earth and materialism is clearing. We live in an Age 
of rush and hurry. Jesus knew the nature of men when He said “ I have many things 
to say unto you, but you cannot bear them now.” He knew the revelation of these 
things would come with gradual unfoldment, like the revelation of the Atomic Bomb, 
which has lain in silence for centuries, waiting for its discovery when the time 
had come. 

I remember Sir Robert Ball, the great Astronomer said in one of his 
lectures “Cease to worry over whether Mars has canals or people like yourselves.

Unseen beings may walk beside us, 
atmospheric creatures may exist to which we are blind, for as CouIson'Kernaham 
wrote long ago “Can an ant crawl into the brain of man and see the world as man 
sees it, then, how are we expected, all in a moment, to get the true vision of 
what exists in the magnificence of space?” 

“Let me see God”, says the child, and it has to be explained that no 
one has seen Him, and this is hard at first for the child’s mind to grasp until 
we explain that no man has seen electricity as we know of its mighty force and 
feel its power. 

One world at a time. “I prefer,” says the philosopher “to live for 
one world alone, the one where we have been placed by the hand of the Almighty, 

Who has supplied us wij:h the power to create, preserve or destroy. When we are 
ready for another world, I believe our eyes will be open to it. It is God’s 
beautiful gift to us, and if we had not been where we belonged, we would not have 
been placed here. He never made this beautiful world for us to destroy, but to 
discover all the beauty and glories He has thrown into it.

HEW TREND ON SPACE TRAVEL 

Over the past several years, there has been much talk, conjecture, 
hullabaloo and exploitation of space travel and the establishment of an 
orbital satellite to circle around the Earth. 

Top magazines have featured articles on this, motion pictures have 
been made, and so forth. Dr. Wernher von Braun, German rocket authority 
famous for his contribution to the V-2 rocket, has been largely responsible 
for the project’s exploitation and possible success. 

The group that advocates such a plan, hopes to spend something like 
four billion dollars to construct a number of three-stage rockets to carry 
the equipment 1,075 miles into outer space to build the proposed satellite. 

From the construction of the satellite, it is hoped that scientists 
will be able to eventually go to the moon and our neighboring planets. 

PRESENT LIMITATIONS 

However, there are many drawbacks to the proposed project: 

1) The heavy strain of enormous G-forces on the human body (1 G-force 

equals gravity, therefore 10 G-forces would be ten times the force of Earth’s 
gravity) during acceleration to reach escape-velocity (around six miles 

per second). 

2) -The constant danger from ever-present ultra-violet and Cosmic 

radiation. The ship would have to be shielded from these, though Cosmic 
radiation will still penetrate. 

3) -The great possibility that rocket ships or the satellite may be 

struck by a meteoroid (the body of a meteor). 

4) -The apparent insurmountable limitations of the present chemical 

reaction - rocket engine. The trip to the nearest planet would take many 
months. At the absolute theoretical maximum velocity--according to the 
Einstein Theory of Re lativity--(which is close to 186,280 Miles Per Second) 
it would take about four and one-half years to reach the nearest star. It 
would take some 1,700,000 years to reach the nearest galaxy (island universe) 
Andromeda.
